Mr. Alexander can be contacted between rsn and 17h.only. On the 2nd ! 
occasion I booked at lOh for 15h. and was told then that Mr, A. could = 
not been notified of my call. This was yesterday. 

I understand that this number can be used during working day i 

only. Therefore I am sending you this letter which will be in I I 

Munich on Monday morning when the work begins again. j 

It is dificult for me to ring you up during working day, because J 
it is prohibited for the IRO employees here to make private calls I 

from official phones. Nevertheless I will try to call once more ! . 

on Tuesday, 17 July at llh. 50 from the nearby German Post Office. ! t 

But could you not try to call me, using HAMBURG 215461, Ext. 102? I 

Nobody hinders me to receive calls on this official phone. I am 
in office and you may call at any time between 8h.30 - 12h. 50 or 
13h.3C - 17h.30. There are some German employees in my room too, j 

and therefore I propose to speak German and in a manner that they ! i 

would not understand th^real subject of our conversation. When you 
like me comming over to Munich to see you , say Hamburg instead of .! 

Munich . When you will come to Hamburg youself, say the name Of the ! 
hotel only where you would like meet me. It is essential to know j 
for how many days you like me comming over or seing you in Hamburg, \ 
so I could ask for a leave before the transportation to Grohn- Em- 
barkation Center. 

For your information: On 5 July we were called before the INS in 

Wentorf, The officer studied the confidential papers he has got 
on my case and told us the case being on order, as to his estima- 
tion, but he has to consult the other officers of the INS in Wen- 
torf too. A few hours later the same officer told me that the INS 
has the order to report my case to the INS in Munich. 

Knowing no other reason for such an order I thought your interven- 
tion behind it, as I wrote to you of a possible new delay with INS, 
in ray letter of 18 May. Therefore I did not bother, being sure 
that the matter will be settled in a few days. Receiving the cable 
from Alexander I thought that this means a favorable decision of 
INS Munich. But I have received no note from the INS here, who are 
waiting for a decision from Munich. For how long ?
